printed. The school was recently 
selected as a weather site by a 
Montgomery television station and

the electronic equipment ts installed 
and working 

The in-school television gives 
students important information on 
what is happening, both in the 
school and in the world, on a daily 
The students in the classroom 
get the information coming from 
the mouth of one of their peers. The 
students involved with the program 
rotate both the on-camera work and 
the behind-the-camera chores. 

The work is done in-house with 
modern equipment which is contin 
ually being upgraded. The TV work 
is done in a portion of the high 
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school library, equipped with cam 
eras, mixers and editing equipment 
The print work is done on comput 
ers in the journalism lab and a we} 
equipped darkroom was recently 
supplemented with a new digital 
still camera. Much of the newer 
equipment was paid for through 
creative use of technology enhance 
ment grants from state and federal 
sources, The program raises the 
local portion of the expense through 
various fund-raisers, including ads 
in the yearbook, homecoming 
dance, beauty pageant, womanless 
beauty pageant, raffle and the sale 
of Valentine's Day Candygrams 

The students furnish the newspa 
per articles (edited and corrected) 
and the accompanying photographs 
in digital form to the newspaper 
They furnish the tapes for the cable 
PV spots to the stations in finished 
form also. . either in 30 second or 
one minute segments, whichever is 
requested 

Other schools regularly contact 
the two teachers involved with the 
Elba program for guidance in estab 
lishing or improving a similar pro 
gram tn their facilities 

Students who apply and are 
selected to participate in the pro 
gram commit to a year-round pro 
gram, with weekly meetings 
throughout the summer. The pro 
gram once was limited to seniors 
but as additional projects added to 
the scope and time involved, it has 
been expanded to include qualified 
juniors also. This exposes more stu- 
dents to the technologies for a 
longer time and keeps some experi- 
enced students on the staff at all 
times, 

While the two teachers give 
strong leadership and have estab 
lished clear guidelines, the students 
are expected to complete their pro- 
jects without a teacher standing by 
and continuously holding their 
hands.

Dr. Thompson told commission 
ers that plans call for the construc 
tion of a softball field on campus at 
an estimated cost of $160,000 

“Basically, this morning, we're 
asking for your support in an exca 
vauion project,” said Dr. Thompson 
“We would like for you to assist us 
with heavy equipment in moving 
the dirt around to aid in the con 
struction of an infield and outfield 
for the field.” 

After discussion of Dr. Stafford’s 
request, Commissioner Doug Dal 
rymple made a motion that the 
commission approve the request 
with a cost cap of $7,500 on the 
project, but he wanted this maxi- 
mum amount to apply to all outside 
project requests by schools , etc 
The motion was seconded by Com 
missioner Bernest Brooks 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
commented that he has “two county 
schools, one city school, one voting 
house, and parts of three cities in 
my district and all of them are 
probably going to ask for equal 
treatment and | think this $7,500 is 
going to tie up a Jot of capital 
money...] think this is too much,” 

Stephens offered an amendment 
to Dalrymple’s motion that the limit 
be lowered to $3,000. The county

The focus of the commission 
meeting then turned to control of 
county vehicles with Revenue 
Commissioner Ronnie Burns field 
ing questions concerning a vehicle

Recently, an incident occurred 
involving a 1998 Jeep Cherokee 
assigned to Angela Byrd in map 
ping and appraisal, In the early 
hours (5:35 a.m.) of Saturday, Jan, 
15. Enterprise police officers arrest- 
ed Anthony Edward Brandt, 26, of 
1920 Red Hawk Drive, Enterprise, 
and charged him with DUI (driving 
under the influence). Miss Byrd 
also resides at the same address - 
1920 Red Hawk Drive, Enterprise, 

According to reports, the vehicle 
was not marked with county decals 
as required and also, the county tag 
had been replaced with a tag from 
Ms. Byrd’s personal vehicle, Police 
officers impounded the vehicle and 
notified county officials. The vehi- 
cle was later picked up by Burns. 

Burns told commissioners that he 
Was not notified that the vehicle 
had been “taken” or involved in a 
criminal incident until Monday, 
Jan. 17, 

When asked by Chairman Lewis 
why the vehicle did not have per- 
manent decals on it, Burns respond 
ed, “When the permanent decals 
were given to me, they said ‘Coffee 
County Reappraisal’ not ‘Coffee 
County Mapping & Appraisal.’ ” 

He went on to say that when he 
bought corrected decals they came 
in as the magnetic type not perma 


assigned to the and 
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guilty verdict was returned, Circuit 
Judge Gary McAliley imposed the 
maximum sentence on Guthrie. He 
sentenced him to life, or not more 
than 99 years, in prison and ordered 
Guthrie to be taken immediately to 
the state penitentiary to begin sery 
ing his sentence 

Originally, Guthrie along with 
Russell Cutts, Jr., 20, had been 
charged with capital murder in the 
shooting deaths of Leighanne Man 
ning Cutts and Russell Cutts Sr. on 
March 13, 1998,

U. S. Postal Service to advertise for 
site and builder for new Elba facility

A spokesman for the U, S, Post 
Office, calling from the Birming 
ham office, confirmed to The Elba 
Clipper earlier this week that the 
postal service will begin advertis 
ing for a site and builder for the 
proposed new Elba post office 
building in early February. The pre 
viously announced site on Claxton 
Avenue has been ruled out due to 
adverse reaction from local citi 
zens, according to the spokesman 

As was reported last week, Elba 
Mayor Grimes has 
announced that the City of Elba has 
opted out of building the facility 
and leasing it to the post office. The 
postal service will now negotiate 
with private parties for the facility

Once the postal service has selected 
a site and negotiated a lease with a 
private builder, work can begin on 
construction of the building 

The new site must be one meet 
ing the guidelines set by the postal 
service, and the building must be 
constructed according to the unique 
needs of the post office. Construc 
tion drawings have already been 
dratted by the post office depart 
ment and will be made available | 
interested parties 

After the allotted time for citi 
zens to submit sites and/or lease 
bids, it was explained that the US 
Post Office will select one or more 
qualified projects and the public 
will have a 30 day period to com 
ment on this decision before any 
final decision is made

It has been 
noted that all other vehicles, includ 
ing the sheriff's department (except 
for purposely unmarked law 
enforcement vehicle), have had no 
problem in acquiring permanent 
type decals identifying them as 
county-owned vehicles.

Disaster Task Force hears encouraging reports

During the quarterly meeting last 
Phursday of the Governor’s Long 
Range Disaster Recovery and 
Avoidance Task Force, board mem 
bers received encouraging reports 
from several local and state officials 
in regards to the work being done to 
prepare the area against the possi 
bility of future disasters. Approxi 
mately 35 local citizens and state 
officials attended the meeting 

In his report to the board mem- 
bers, Frederick Hamilton, director 
of community development for the 
Southeast Alabama Regional Plan- 
ning Commission, said that the Fed 
eral Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) buyout program 
for the city of Elba is in full stride. 
He said Phase I of the program 
should be closed out shortly follow 
ing the buyout of 10 homes. At that 
time, Phase IT will take affect, and 
there are already six homes waiting 


on March 16, 1998, under Paige’s 
Creek Bridge on AL Hwy. 189 
about 10 miles south of Elba and 
approximately 27.2 miles from 
their home. 

Guthrie and Russell Cutts Jr, 
were arrested on March 15, 1998 in 
Sugar Land, Texas and charged 
with possession of a stolen vehicle 
a red Dodge pick-up truck belong 
ing to Russell Cutts Sr. They were 
later returned to Enterprise and 
charged with capital murder. 

During Guthrie's trial, his attor 
neys maintained that he did not 
assist, aid or abet Russell Cutts Jr 
in any of the crimes 

In a videotaped interview which 
was shown to jurors, Guthrie admit 
ted to authorities that he had fired 
one shot with a shotgun toward 
Leighanne Manning Cutts but that 
he didn’t know if he hit or missed 
her, At one point in the interview 
he said that the shot did hit her 

The prosecution contended that 
Guthrie did willingly take part in 
both murders and had several 
Opportunities during the act to 
change the course of events had he 
wished to do so. 

Family members of Russell and 
Leighanne Cutts Sr, were visibly 
upset that the jury had found 
Guthrie guilly only of attempted 
murder, 

No trial date has been set for 
Russell Cutts Jr, but it is expected 
lo take place some time later this 
year

“IT want to commend Elba, Gene 
va and Coffee County for thei 
ongoing mitigation program,” Peevy 
said, “I think this area is really pre- 
mere in its mitigation program,” 

She spoke of the impressive num 
ber of homes in Elba, Geneva and 
Coffee County that have already 
been affected through these ongoing 
mitigation programs and said it is 
wonderful to know that these com- 
munities have an awful lot of home 
that will never be flooded again 
thanks to these projects and the 
community support of them 

As for the drainage projects in the 
City of Elba, Hamilton said the 
drainage projects on Martin Luther 
King Drive and Putnam Street are 
making good progress, Currently,

Recently, with the assistance of 
the Choctawhatchee-Pea- Yellow 
River Watershed, an outdoor warn- 
ing system was implemented in the 
area with outdoor warning sirens 
being placed in Elba, Enterprise and 
New Brockton. 

John Tallas, director of the Coffee 
County Emergency Management 
Agency, said that Elba and Enter- 
prise both had two sirens placed 
with the cities and New Brockton 
had one siren placed. 

“We have applied for more 
sirens,” Tallas said. “The Choc.-Pea 
Watershed was gracious enough to 
fund one-half of the cost of one of 
the sirens still needed in Elba.” 

In total, he said there is still a 
need for one and a half sirens in 
Elba and six more sirens for the 
county so this system will be fully 
effective 

Tallas said the objective of this 
project now shifts to obtaining the 
funding for these sirens. 

Tallas also announced a weather 
service class that the Coffee County 
EMA will sponsor on Feb. 9 in two 


sessions, He said the first session 


year, and he expected the renewal 
to be in the same price range. 

City Clerk Donnie Morrow 
reported that the work on the major 
sewer project was going well 
except in the Brookdale area, 
Adverse weather is causing more

“I compliment the City of Elba 
for volunteering and setting up New 
Brockton’s siren by itself’ he said. 
“If that’s not community spirit, | 
don’t know what is.” 

The meeting then turned to Elba 
Mayor James Grimes who spoke of 
the pending levee work. 

Grimes said the Army’s Corp of 
Engineers were present at the 
December city council meeting and 
presented a plan of what will be 
done to improve the levee once the 
funds are allocated by the govern- 
ment, 

He said the main thing the engi- 
neers spoke of was the widening of 
the levee at its base in most areas, 
as Well as, raising it in some areas. 
Also, he said they are going to take 
out the bridge leading onto Smith 
Avenue so there will not be a break 
in the levee at that point, And, easi- 
ly closable gates will be placed at 
the bridges on U.S, Hwy. 84, Caro- 
line Street and AL Hwy. 189, 

“We've got the plan,” Grimes 
said, We just need the funding.” 

He said he will be in Washington

Veterans deserve facts about 
VA medical mistakes 

An internal VA report released in 
December revealed a total 2,927 
medical errors within the VA’s 172 
hospital system from June 1997 to 
December 1998, 710 of which 
resulted in patient deaths. The 
release of the VA study came on the 
heels of another review of medical 
mistakes in our nation’s hospitals 
prepared by the Institute of Medi- 
cine which said as many as 98,000 
Americans die annually from errors 
committed by their doctors and 
healthcare workers. 

As Chairman of the House Veter- 
ans’ Affairs Subcommittee on Over- 
sight and Investigations, I have 
requested a full General Account- 
ing Office investigation of the VA's 
patient safety record, The GAO 
review, Which will cover all the 
VA's hospitals including its 400 
community-based outpatient clinics 
and 131 nursing homes, will go 
beyond the VA’s internal report

This past April, my subcommit- 
tee dealt with the hair-raising case 
of VA experimentation on veteran 
patients without their knowledge 
and consent. In late March, the VA 
suspended over 1,300 research pro- 
jects at the West Los Angeles VA 
Healthcare Center in the wake of 
reports of unauthorized patient

research. A VA doctor performed 
potentially harmful unauthorized 
procedures in which probes were 
inserted into the hearts of four 
patients, 

Mysterious deaths and unautho- 
rized patient experimentation have 
not been the limit of my probes into 
VA healthcare. My subcommittee 
has also investigated alarming 
patient neglect cases including one 
in Florida where a veteran bled to 
death because he was improperly 
connected to a dialysis machine. In 
Alabama, a VA patient died from 
improper use of bed restraints, and 
the same hospital turned down 
medical monitor alarms in the 
intensive care unit. 

My concerns over VA patient 
care are also rooted in the VA's his- 
tory of mismanagement and mis- 
treatment of its own employees. 
Take a case investigated by my sub- 
committee in 1997 where a VA hos- 
pital administrator in North Caroli- 
na, who was also the facility’s 
EEOC director, sexually and ver- 
bally harassed five female VA 
employees to the extent that most 
were forced to leave. In response, 
the administrator was ‘punished’ by 
being transferred to Florida, where 
he already owned a summer home, 
and given a pay increase. 

Also investigated were VA hospi- 
tal administrators’ questionable 
expenses, including refurbishing a 
government-provided home with a 
jacuzzi and $500 bathroom faucets. 
One hospital administrator spent 
$26,000 on a fish tank for his hos- 
pital while a newly completed nurs- 
ing ward for his medical center 
remained unopened, The same 
administrator paid a consultant 
$98,000 for two years with nothing 
to show for it but a worthless four- 
page report. 

Given these examples, it is cer- 
tainly prudent to scrutinize our 
nation’s veterans hospitals, Our vet- 
erans deserve to know if their care 
in all VA healtheare facilities is as 
safe and error free as possible.

Releasing pen raised 
quail to the wild 


Releasing Pen Raised Quail To The Wild 


We have all heard that pen raised quail will not survive and reproduce if 
released in the wild. This half truth has been accepted by most Alabama 
quail hunters for many years. Most quail hunters today buy their birds 
from a quail producer and plant them in the field where they wish to hunt 
or work their bird dog. This put-and-take method has left much to be 
desired by hunters who experienced the good old days of wild bird hunt- 
ing. Some have given up quail hunting altogether because they feel these 
often poor flying “tame” birds offer little sport, But a wildlife biologist 
from Georgia has developed a release method that helps released birds 
survive long enough to assume the characteristics of their wild cousins. 

Jim Evans operates Quality Wildlife Services, Inc. [1-877-242-2482] in 
Waynesboro, Georgia. Evans says, “The old school of thought that 
released quail can’t survive and reproduce is just plain wrong. It’s true 
you can’t take a fat 30-week old pen raised quail and put him in the wild 
and expect him to live-he won't. But if you provide food, water, shelter 
and release healthy 12 to 16 week old flight conditioned birds, you can 
have birds that survive through the hunting season, reproduce, and fly like 
wild birds.” 

Evans says his Anchor Covey Release System is designed to do just 
that. The system Evans designed and markets consists of a wire frame 
tepee with feed and water tubes that hang from the top of the frame, and 
an electronic “covey up” call that keeps the recently released birds in the 
immediate area. 

Evans is quick to point out that the better natural habitat you have the 
better his system will work. “ You have to have natural cover, and at least 
some native food sources. My system starts off as a survival camp to the 
released quail, but as they learn to forage for themselves, it turns into a 
convenience store for them.” Said Evans. 

Evans explains how to set up his system for best results. “I set the Base 
Camp up several yards into the woods and fill the feeder and waters. | then 
take 25 birds that have been in the same transport cage for 12 hours. This 
allows them to bond before release. I take the birds to the Covey Base 
Camp, open the cage door and place a small slab of ice over the door. 
When the ice melts the birds can slowly exit the cage and will immediate- 
ly begin using the feeder and water, The electronic “call back” caller will 
keep the birds in the area.” 

A quail expert I’m not, but I have hunted birds released using this sys- 
tem on two occasions. They flushed and Qew the best of any released 
birds I’ve ever hunted. Just maybe Jim Evans release system is going to 
put the “quail” back in quail hunting.

* Most importantly, teach a child 
the message of the Eddie Eagle 
GunSafe Program: “If you find a 
gun—Stop! Don’t Touch! Leave 
the Area! Tell an Adult!” 

Since its inception in 1988, the 
Eddie Eagle GunSafe program has 
been used by schools, law enforce- 
ment agencies and other groups to 
teach 12 million children how to be 
safe around firearms. Specifically 
designed for use in pre-K through 
sixth grade, the program includes 
workbooks that can help children 
enjoy learning how to stay safe if 
they find a gun 

The program can help instill the 
values of leadership, discipline and 
personal responsibility to help chil- 
dren throughout their lives.

The Lowdown on 


Do you call them English Peas or 
Garden Peas? Well, that probably 
depends on what part of the coun- 
try you're from. We southerners 
usually call them English Peas, 

No matter what you call them, 
the pea is a legume — a large fami- 
ly of plants which typically 
includes peas and beans. Peas 
grow on a climbing plant with ten- 
drils and produce pods containing 
several small round peas. Some are 
sweeter than others, but most all 
are relished for their excellent taste 

If you haven't planted peas yet, 
it’s time to get cracking. Early 
February is a good time for peas 
because they are a cool weather 
crop and withstand frost and light 
freezes very well. The later you 
wail, the weather will begin warm- 
ing up and your risk of having a 
poor crop is increased, 

Gene Pipkins of Windy Acres, 
located on the Bellwood Road, 
southwest of Enterprise, 1s way 
ahead of us right now, “I planted 
my peas at Thanksgiving,” he 
reported to me. “I planted Willet 
Wonder because they have a better 
chance than most of surviving cold 
weather. I also like them better 
than Early Alaska because of their 
higher sugar content.” 

Willet is a slightly smaller than 
usual pea. There are other varieties 
available now in the local seed 
Litthe Marvel, Wando, 
Green Arrow and Snow Snaps. If 
that doesn’t satisfy your fancy, 
browse through some seed catalogs 
and select from the dozens of dif- 
ferent varieties featured there. 

You should buy one pound of 
seed per 100 feet of row. That will 
give you about 20 pounds of deli- 
cious tender green peas per row for 
the table and freezing. Almost any 
type of well-drained soil with a pH 
of over 5.5 is good for peas. If you 
got a soil sample test, follow the

You just spread the peas 
over the plywood and let one pea 
drop in each hole. Punch it slightly 
into the ground with a dowel 
Repeat the process to the end of the 
row and you haye a perfectly laid- 
out pea patch. The plants support 
each other and need no trellis 

The easiest and quickest way 
though is, after tilling just scatter 
peas all over the soft earth. Then 
walk up and down the row several 
limes, pressing the peas into the 
soft ground with your feet. They 
will sprout just fine, but watch out 
for those hungry birds. You might 
want to cover the peas with a light, 
protective mulch until they germi 
nate. Harvest the delicious crop 
when the pods are nicely filled out 
but not too mature. Most peas 
freeze well and still retain thei 
fresh taste. Good eating!

Guidelines for 
diabetic 
screening

Are you 45 years old or older? If 
0, doctors recommend you have a 
test for diabetes at least once every 
three years, The test helps get an 
early diagnosis of Type 2 diabetes 
(Jate-onset diabetes). Previously, 
doctors didn’t consider patients to 
have diabetes until their fasting 
blood sugar reached at least 140 
milligrams/deciliters 

(my/dl). But research has indicat 
ed that damage from elevated blood 
sugar levels actually begins earlier 
than that, The new definition of 
diabetes now includes people with 
a fasting blood sugar level of 126 
ing/dl or higher. Type 2 diabetes is 
particularly dangerous because it 
can show no symptoms in the early 
stages. But even so it begins a silent 
assault on eyes, kidneys, heart and 
blood vessels. 

Doctors hope that by lowering 
the cutoff point for blood glucose 
and encouraging regular testing, 
more cases of diabetes will be diag- 
nosed earlier or even prevented 
Those diagnosed with diabetes can 
start treatment or make lifestyle 
changes before complications set 
in. Some early signs and symp- 
toms can include: 

repeated trips to the bathroom, 
thirst and fatigue, recurrent urinary 
infections, tingling or numbness of 
hands or feet as a result of nerve 
damage, recurring vaginal yeast 
infections 

If you have any of these symp- 
toms, See your doctor immediately.. 
Your doctor will take a full medical 
history and will check a random 
nonfasting or fasting glucose level 
in the blood. If the random plasma- 
wlucose test exceeds 200 mg/dl, 
diabetes is probably present. The 
lusting plasma-glucose test is the 
cornerstone of a diabetes diagnosis. 
Your doctor will ask you not to eat 
for a minimum of eight hours. Then 
your blood sample is sent to a lab 
where the amount of sugar in the 
blood is analyzed. Normal fasting 
plasma-glucose levels are less than 
110 mg/dl; levels at or above 126 
ing/d| may indicate diabetes and a 
need for further testing. 

Diabetes is a self-care manage- 
ment disease. The most important 
person involved in your care is you. 
If you're diagnosed with diabetes, 
Jearn all you can about the disease. 
Partner with a doctor you can talk 
to and trust to offer you the most 
up-to-date care. Be open with your 
doctor and other health care 
providers about health recommen- 
dations that will or will not work 
for you. 

Remember you must control this 
disease. If you don’t, it will control

Moss growing in 
yard is indication 
of soil problems

“Help! Moss is killing the grass 
in my yard.” That is a horrible sce- 
nario some folks describe when 
they see moss growing on bare 
patches of ground in their yard 

Actually, ground moss is not 
killing the grass, but it is a strong 
indication there are landscape 
problems which are discouraging a 
successful lawn. There are several 
possible contributing factors to 
moss growing in a yard, If these 
fuctors are corrected the moss will 
decline and die. 

Moss thrives in a wet, poorly 
drained soil. Most lawn grasses 
don’t perform well in this situa- 
lion. Correcting drainage improves 
the conditions for the turfgrass and 
niakes conditions less favorable for 
Oss 

Poor soil fertility and very low 
pH make survival and growth of a 
healthy lawn unlikely, says 
Williams. With improved nutrition, 
the conditions are again shifted to 
promote lawn versus moss, 

Dense shade also encourages 
moss growth. Most turfgrasses 
need a good bit of light to grow 
well, Removing lower limbs of 
trees that provide heavy shade 
allows more light to get to the turt- 
grass. This measure promotes 
zrowth of healthy grass and dis 
courages growth of moss

lease to others any of the cable systems 
and telecommunications equipment not 
needed for public or municipal purposes, 
an to couple any lease with the provision 
of cable service, interactive computer 
service, and Internet access and other 
Internet services and telecommunica- 
tions service, or any combination there- 
of; requiring that the City of Elba and 
municipal instrumentalities of the City of 
Elba which acquire cable systems, 
telecommunications equipment, and 
telecommunications systems for purpos- 
es of furnishing cable service, interactive 
computer service, and Internet access 
and other Internet services and telecom- 
munications service to others to provide 
to any requesting telecommunications 
carrier for the provision of a telecommu- 
nication service, nondiscriminatory 
access to any telecommunications 
equipment of the City of Elba or munici- 
pal instrumentality of the City of Elba not 
needed for public or municipal purposes 
or used by the municipal instrumentality 
in the provision of telecommunications 
service to others on an unbundled basis 
at any technically feasible point on rates, 
terms, and conditions that are just, rea- 
sonable, and nondiscriminatory; and 
prescribing the powers of municipal 
instrumentalities of the City of Elba in 
connection therewith. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLA- 
TURE OF ALABAMA: 

SECTION 1. As used in this Act, the 
following terms shail have the following 
meanings: 

1, ALARM MONITORING SERVICE. 
A service that uses a device located at a 
residence, place of business, or other 
fixed premises for both of the following 
purposes 

a. To receive signals from other 
devices located at or about the 
premises regarding a possible threat 
at the premises to life, safety, or 
property, from burglary, fire, vandal- 
ism, bodily injury, or other emer- 
gency.

2. CABLE SERVICE. A service that 
provides both of the following: 
a. The one-way or bi-directional 
transmission to subscribers of video 
programming or other programming 
service. 
b. Subscriber interaction, if any, 
which is required for the selection or 
use of the video programming or 
other programming service, and shall 
include, without limitation, digital ser- 
vices, utilization of fiber optics, 
broadband services, use of date 
packets, and use of wireless meth- 
ods to provide cable service 

3. CABLE SYSTEM. A facility, con- 
sisting of a set of closed transmission 
paths and associated signal generation, 
reception, and control equipment that is 
designed to provide cable service which 
includes video programming and which 
is provided to multiple subscribers within 
a community, but the term does not 
include any of the following 

a. A facility that serves only to 
retransmit the television signals of 
one or more television broadcast sta- 
tions 
b. A facility of a common carrier 
which is subject, in whole or in part, 
to the provisions of subchapter |! of 
Chapter 5 of Title 47, U.S.C., as the 
provisions thereof read on the effec- 
tive date of this act, except that the 
facility shall be considered a cable 
system to the extent the facility is 
used in the transmission of video 
programming directly to subscribers, 
unless the extent of the use is solely 
to provide interactive on demand ser- 
vices 

c. An open video system that com- 

plies with the provisions of 47 U.S.C 

§ 573, as the provisions thereof read 

on the effective date of this act 

d. Any facilities of any electric utility 

used for operating its electric utility 

system 

4, CUSTOMER PREMISES EQUIP- 
MENT. Equipment employed on the 
premises of a person, other than a 
telecommunications service provider, to 
originate, route, or terminate telecom: 
munications 

5. INTERACTIVE COMPUTER SER- 
VICE. Any information service, system, 
or access sofiware provider that pro 
vides or enables computer access by 
multiple users to a computer server
